DOCTORS ARE UNABLE TO DIAG- 
NOSE HIS CASE. 


George Dryer Inserted Advertisements 
in the Newspapers and Was Sent 
to City Hospital for 
Observation. 


George Dryer, who predicted the earth- 
quake felt in St. Louis Friday morning, 
in small advertisements in the newspapers 
early in the week, has been confined at the 
City Insane Asylum since Wednesday night, 
when he was taken there from the City 
Hospital, where he had been held two days 
for gbservation. 

Dr. Runge, superintendent of the asy- 
lum, says he has not yet been able to 
diagnose Dryer's case positively. 

“His hallucinations are religious alto- 
ether, said Dr. Runge Saturday. He 
prays constantly in his room, and contends 
that he is in constant communication with 
God. He has offered to put me in the same 
connection several times. He says the 
Lord tells him all his plans. From this 
I conclude that his thoughts on religion 
are responsible for his mental condition. 

Dryer is a prophet without honor in his 
own mind. He was greatly astonished 
when told that his prediction had come to 
pass. f 

“T was told by the Lord sometime ago 
that he intended to visit an earthquake 
upon St. Louis, but I had supposed that 
he had changed his mind.“ he said Friday 
evening when the information of the earth- 
quake was given him. 


Put Advertisements 
in Papers for Fun. 

“I put the advertisements in the. papers 
just to have a little fun. It only cost me 
80 cents, and I can afford to laugh when fun 
is that cheap. I knew the whole city would 
be in terror upon reading my prediction, 
and that is how I expected to have the fun. 

“But I didn’t expect to tell the truth. Of 
course, the Lord had spoken of the earth- 
quake, but the date had been postponed in- 
definitely.“

His religious de- 
lusions were noticed, but the police were 
not asked to Interfere with him until Tues- 
day. He went to all the newspaper offices 
Monday and caused ‘the prediction -of the 
earthquake to be inserted. 

Dryer is about 3% years old. He is small 
and stooped shouldered. His hair and 
moustache are light. His face is oval and 
a moustache hides his upper lip. His blue 
eyes would be dull but for the light of re- 
ligious enthusiasm that comes into them 
when he talks. He is a laborer. 

Dr. Runge says that worry ever his share 
of an estate, amounting to about $1400, had 
a part in developing his trouble.

The verdict of the coroner’s jury in 
the Cooper murder inquest, rendered at 
2:45 Saturday atternoon, is as follows: 

We, the jury, find that A. Dean 
Cooper came to his death Jan. 23, 1902, 
at 9:30 a. m., from a fracture of the skull 
resulting from a blow struck with a 
sledge hammer by William Strother. 
| “Verdict, unjustifiable homicide.” 

The jury had been out fifteen minutes. 


PRISONER MELD HIS PEACE. 


At 2:05 o’clock Deputy Coroner 
Boogher, conducting the Cooper inquest, 
asked the prisoner, Strother, if he de- 
sired to make a statement. Strother 
replied that he had been advised by his 
attorney, Crittenden Clark, a negro, not 
to make any statement. 

Dr. Boogher then asked Strother if 
he would identify the signatures on the 
separate pages of his typewritten con- 
fession as his own. | 

Strother examined each page, 
said the signatures were all his. 

Dr. Boogher next asked Strother if 
he made the signed statement voluntar- 
ily. 

Tq this question Attorney Clark in- 
terposed an objection. He directed 
Strother not to answer. 

Dr. Boogher turned upon the negro

Chief Desmond had previously told 
of his conversations with Strother up to 
midnight Friday night and e:¢lained 
that he had secured a typewritten con- 
fession Saturday morning. 

After Strother had been dismissed by 
Dr. Boogher, Roscoe T. Shaw, stenog- 
rapher of the police department, read 
to the jury the typewritten confession of 


Strother.

William Strother, the negro bathhousc 
attendant, confessed at 10 o’clock Satur- 


day morning that he murder d his em- 
ployer, A. Dean Cooper, Wednesday 
night. He said he committed the deed in 
drunken passion. 

The confession was made to Chief of 
Detectives Desmond, after two hours’ 
questioning. 

He said that he took the hammer in 
one hand, lifted it high in the air and 
brought it down. on the head of Mr. 
Cooper, who was asleep on the cot 

“I don’t know why I done it,” said 
Strother. “I guess I must have been 
drunk and mad.” 

The conf¢ssion was made to Chiefs 
Kiely and Desmond in the latter’s office, 
in the presence of several detectives. A 
police department stenographer recorded 
the proceedings. Chief Desmond put the 
questions. 

After Strother’s admission that he had 
struck Cooper with the sledge, Desmond 
went over the entire story again and se- 
cured a detailed confession. 

When this confession had been tran- 
scribed by the stenographer and the 
statement added that the confession was 
made voluntarily, and not as a result of 
police threats or promises, Strother 
signed it. 

At 1145—10 minutes after the inquest 
had begun—Strother was sent to the cor- 
oner's office, he having promised Des- 
mond that he would repeat the confession 
to the coroner's jury. 

Dr. Boogher, assigned by the coroner 
to conduct the inquest, when informed o 
Strother’s confession, stated that the in- 
quest would proceed as originally planned 
and that Strother’s confession would be 
heard at the end of the inquiry.

John B. Days plan to arbitrate the differ - 
ences of the National League baseball fac- 
tions has received the cold hand of indif- 
ference. 

It was a good plan, a reasonable one, and 
one that promised a solution of all difficul- 
ties without sacrificing any of the old oir- 
cult teams. 

Under its terms both Freedman and 
Spalding could have found a way to exist 
if not in absolute harmony at least in such 
a manner as would save the league—which 
it may be observed is supposed to be the 
final and unselfsh object of all good mag- 
nates, 

But no, it was not to the taste of the 
heads of clubs. It was too reasonable. 

It is perfectly obvious that there are no 
longer any good magnates in baseball. If 
there were they would have hastened to get 
together under cover of Mr. Day's scheme, 
and contrive to arrange a policy of mere 
existence for the coming year. 

They have refused a plausible plan with- 
out having one in sight, apparently.

PRINCE HENRY S PRESENTS. 

Prince Henry of Prussia is coming to America with a trunk 
full of rich presents for President Roosevelt, Admiral Evans 
and other personages with whom he will come in contact dur- 
ing his visit. 

The elghth clause of the ninth section of the first article of 
the Constitution reads thus: 

No title of nobility sha'l be granted by the United 
States. And no person holding any office of profit or 
trust under them shall, without the consent of the 
Congress, aceept of any present, emolument, office, or 
title of any kind whatever from any king, prince or for- 
eign state. ! 

Te it not curious that the diplomats, secretaries and legal ex- 
perti ot the state department did not anticipate this and pre- 
vent it? When “great personages” go a-visiting all the details 
down to the wording of speeches and compliménts are elaborately 
arranged by the diplomats and attaches of the foreign offices. 
Why has this peculiarly American constitutional provision been 
overlooked? : 

Prince Henry may, however, tender his gifts to the nation. 
And they will no doubt be accepted graciously. 

But this clause of the Constitution does not prevent Miss Alice 
Roosevelt and other unofficial persons from accepting the prince’s 
gifts, nor does it prevent the placing of the gifts to officials in 
the Smithsonian Institute, where they wil! be a perpetual re- 
minder to the American people of a pleasant social episode.

The Westinghouse people thought that too long and sent for 
Mr. J. C. Stewart of St. Louis. With ten American foremen Mr. 
Stewart undertook the work. He assembled 2060 English . brick- 
layers, who told him they could lay 450 bricks a day. He put 

them to work and then offered prizes for the best and quickest 


work. +The average rose almost immediately to 900 a day; from

The treaty transferring the Danish West Indies to the United 
States for $4,000,000 has been signed and requires only confirma- 
uon by the Senate and the consent of the Danish Parliament 
to complete the transaction. 

There are three islands, St. Thomas, St. John and St. Croix, 
all containing less than 60.000 people. St. Thomas has a fine 
harbor which will serve admirably as a coaling station for the 
navy. Except as nava! stations the islands are of little value. 

But the acquirement of these isluuds is one more step on the 
expansion pathway. We have taken another people by purchase 
and without their consent. 

How shall we take care of our responsibilities to these new 
peoples who have come under our flag? That is the great issue 
the great moral issue—before the American people. 

Shall we give them the full benefits of the rights and liberties 
enjoyed by the American people, holding out to them the hand 
of fellowship and the hope of citizenship or of independence? 
Shall we treat them as subjects to be preyed upon and appraised 
at will? Shall justice and enlightenment, or greed and despot- 
ism rule our conduct? 

The practical answer to this question is in the government of the 
possessions and in the legislation concerning them; it involves 
their future welfare and more; it involves the welfare of the 
American people. 

We must hold to the principles of liberty and justice for all, 
or all lose them.

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A PROFESSIONAL SOLDIER'S VIEW. 

The report of Brigadier-General J. Frank in Bell, military 
commander of the province of Batangas, contains the wisdom of 
a brigadier-general.

“They do not want peace,“ 
he says, and must be reconcentrated and thrashed into a bet- 
ter humor. 

From the brigadier-general’s standpoint his plan is no doubt 
most excellent. He proposes to regard every insurgent as a 


guerrilla and outside the pale of civilized warfare. That is, ‘all | 


the inhabitants of Batangas, being insurgent, are therefore guer- 
rillas and outlaws, subject to the death penalty. 

Clearly a broader view is required. The soldier's business is 
to win campaigns and accomplish merely military results. But 
something more than this is needed in Batangas. A man is 
needed who can show the people that the Americans came among 
them not to rob and kill nor to oppress, but to confer the boon 
of liberty and provide opportunities for each and al to work out 
the freedom they desire. If the Americans continue in the Phil- 
ippines, that must be their object. At any rate no other will 
be tolerated by the American people. 

Statesmanship. not military severity, is the solution et the 
problem. Brigadier-generals are incompetent to solve civil prob- 


lems.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.—The Democra's 
in Congress have decided that a national 
convention, not a congressional caucus, is 
the place where platforms should be mads. 

In doing that, the Democrats conduc‘ed 
themselves most adroitly even to the ex- 
tent of causing differences of opinion as to 
just what the real sentiment was, 

The officers of the caucus said the ut- 
most harmony prevalled. 

“It was harmony by strangulation,’ de- 
clared Mr. Cochran of Missouri. 

“The Democratic party is running away 
from its platform adopted at Kansas city, 
declared Mr. Henry of Texas. 

The caucus convened last night, with 139 
out of 156 members present, to consider 
certain resolutions, and to have a general 
chat. 


Would Not Repudiate 
Free Silver. 

A resolution drafted at New York by Ed- 
ward M. Shepard, the late lamented Tam- 
many candidate for mayor of New York,

Priests,” Says Rabbi 
Hirsch, 


JESUS WAS A GREAT TEACHER 


HE SAYS THAT IS TODAY JEWISH 
SENTIMENT TOWARD THE 
SAVIOR. 


Remarkable Lecture in Which the 
Rabbi Said That It Was for Up- 
setting the Money Tables 
That Christ Was Tried. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MONTCLAIR, N. J., Jan, 25.—Rabbi Emil 
G. Hirsch of Chicago was wildly cheered 
last night by Gentiles and Jews at the 
conclusion of a remarkably able and im- 
pressive address on Israel Among the Na- 
tions. He said that Christ was not cruci- 
fed by Jews as a people, but that it was 
done by money-lending priests, contrary to 
Jewish laws and the will of the people: 
that Shakspeare libeled the Jews .when he 
created Shylock, for at that time there 
were few Jews in England, and elsewhere, 
few Jews were engaged in commerce at the 
time of Shylock's supposed existence, 

The address was delivered before the 
Outlook Club and the demonstratlons of op- 
proval were led by the Rev. Dr. Bradford, 
cne of the best-known Protestant ministers 
in this city, who later declared the address 
the most magnificent he had ever heard. 
While the demonstration was at its height

Jew the Victim 
of Surroundings. 

Rabbi Hirsch devoted most of his time to 
a defense of the Jew in picturing him a 
victim of circumstances over which he had 
no control. 

“The Jews have been persecuted and 


driven out ot most countries abroad,“ he 
said. Take the old Testament, where in 

could there be found a mention of a 
merchant who was a Jew? When the old 
Testament mentioned a merchant he was 
without exception a foreigner. Originally 
the Jew was the true son of the soll. He 
had, however, been persecuted and driven 
from his natural place. 

“Through policies of blackmail and trib- 
ute the Jew had been driven into walks of 
commerce and had become a merchant and 
a money lender, but never of the type 
which Shakspeare created in Shylock. 

“What did the greatest of English auth- 
ors know of the Jew? There were no Jews 
in Kugland in his day of the type he pic- 
tured. There were then few Jew3, “an, ia 
all England. Shylock was n >t originai with 
the man of Avon, but was the drama 
woven from a story written by Pope Pius 
VI? In that book the lender was not even 
a Jew The idea of the pound of flesh 
was not in accordance with Jewish law. 
It was the old Roman law, and Shakspeare 
simply changed the circumstances to meet 
the dramatic requirement.” 


Christ Crucified 
by the Priests. 

Turning to the crucifixion of Christ, the 
lecturer said that he whom the Christians 
looked upon as the Savior was not.crucified 
by the Jews, but by a cabal of priests, It 
was not because he violated the law that 
Christ was condemned, but because of his 
ppecting the tables of money lenders in the 

emple. This cabal of priests had what in 
modern days would be termed à corner in 
money. Because Christ offended this 
cabal—this corner—he was sent to his death. 
The trial, if such it could be calied, was 
the most anarchistic thing that ever oo- 

lt was in direct opposition to Jew- 
ish law. It waa private, in violation of the 
most sacred of the Jewish laws.

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FIVR HUNDRED MEN WORKING 
ON ARMOUR BUILDINGS. 


WILL BE COMPLETED NOV. 1 


Pay Roll for Men Who Will Live in 
Hast St. Louis to Ap‘proximate 
$30,000 a Week. 


Stone masons, carpenters and common 
laborers, in all 600 men, are employed in 
building the mammoth plant of the Armour 
Packing Co. at the National Stockyards, 
near East St. Louis. 

Work began on the ground Nov. 1. last. 
The foundations of the buildings are now 
nearing completion. The plant will be ready 
for operation Nov. 1. 

The Armour Company expects to employ 
more than 2500 men at the plant from the 
day it opens. 

The payroll 
week. 

Of the 2 employes about 70 per cent 
will be skilled laborers and the balance 
common. At least 1000 of them will be 
brought from other cities where Armour 
has Diants. The remaining 1500 will be hired 
at the mant from among the men who will 
apply there. 

The majority of the employes will. it ‘ts 
said, be men with families who will make 
their homes in East St. Louis and spend 
thelr wages there. There is small likell- 
hood of their forming a community of thelr 
own near the packing plant. The railroad 
companies own almost all the land there, 
and will not permit the erection of houses 
upon it. 

The plant will cover in all 21 acres. The 
main buildings will cover seven acres. They 
Do seven u height. 
ey are arranged in three groups, 1 
11 buildings. si 8 1 
15,000,000 Bricks 

Are to Be Used. 

All but three of the buildings will be of 
brick. The engineers estimate that 15,000,000 
bricks will be laid in the walls. = 

Each of the two main groups of buildings 
will cover an area of 800 by 200 feet. 

In the first group will be a beef cooler. 
two hog coolers, a ham house and a 
freezer; in the second group, an oleo, a lard 
refinery, a hog killing house, a beef killing 
house, the cooperage and the power House; 
in the third group, the car shops, the fer- 
tilizer plant, the machine shops and the 
blacksmith Shops. 

The agg capacity of the plant will be 
2000 hogs, 1500 cattle and 3000 sheep. 

At present the receipts of the National 
Stockyards more than meet the demands 
of the packing houses in operation. When 
Armour’s plant is in operation, however, 
the demand will exceed the supply. 

“We shall have to educate shippers,”’ 
said James Fennell, the purchasing agent 
for Armotr. They are learning rapidiy 
now to ship to East St. Louls, and they 
will learn more rapidly after we are in 
operation. The receipts are increasing 
daily at the yards. I are just 
—— ening to the possibilities of the 

ace. 

William Sullivan is the superintendent of 
construction, having charge of all the work 
on the plant. He says Armour's East St. 
Louis plant will not be so large as the 
other plants belonging to the company, 
but will be the best equipped.
